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1, Reports from La Paz and Lima atate that Edmundo Nogales and Juan Luis 
Gutierrez Granier, Bolivian Movimiento Nacionalista Revolucionario (NR) 
exiles in Peru, traveled to southern Peru on 10 March 1949. They went 
from Lima to Araquipa with Tourist Corporation Director Emesto Canepa 
Sardon by military air transport, returning to Lima 18 March. 


2. Nogales has reportedly been in Lima continuously since that date, and 
was positively identified in Lima on the evening of 21 March. Gutierrez 
has not been located since his return on 18 March. 

3- Confirmation has been received of Nogales' recent trip across the border 
into Bolivia, but it ig now reported that Minister of Development and 


Public Works Alfonso Llosa who introduced Nogales to garrison personnel 
at Huancane, Peru, remained there and did not enter Bolivia, + 
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ME corment. This incident may constitute violation of the recent 
promise made by the Peruvian government to fix tho residence of MNR 
exiles in Lima and to prevent them from entering the Bolivian border 


area. 
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
